[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 


WY Sept. 4—A very 
interesting dispatch was received 
today at the War Department 
from Gen. Chaffee. It described the 
military situation as eminently satis-: 
factory, and would have been of greater 
value but for the omission common to 
all of the dispatches from Chaffee, 

namely, the date line. However, taking 
into consideration the fact that a ca- 
blegram was received by the State De- 
partment today dated five days ago, 
from Mr. Conger, the conclusion was 
reached that Gen. Chaffee’s dispatch 
also was sent from Peking about 
August 29 or 30. 

Gen, Chaffee asks a very Important 
question as to the withdrawal of the 
American troops. The answer to the 
question, it is said, might have been 
found tn the State Department's an- 
swer to the Russian evacuation propo- 

sition. But that answer, or rather a 
synopsis of it, was not cabled to Gen. 

Chaffee until the 30th, and it is assumed 
that, allowing for the same time in 
transmittal as was consumed by Gen. 

Chaffee’s dispatch received today, the 
synopsis hos just reached him. When 
the American answer to the Russian 
Proposal was made public, it was 
stated here that Gen. Chaffee had been 
instructed some time before by tele- 
graph just what course to pursue in 
the matter of retiring from Peking in

It is stated that no order has been

It was stated at the War Department 
that our position was unchanged; if 
Russia withdrews her troops, then Gen, 
Chaffee will do the same. Meanwhile

DISPATCH FROM CONGER. 

The dispatch received from Minister 
Conger was gratifying to officials in 
that it contained the date of Peking, 
August 3), as an integral part of the 
message, and this part in cipher. Aside 
from bringing the information up to a 
recent date, it satisfied the officials 
that the Minister at last had received 
the instructions to include the place 
and date of each message as an inte- 
gral part of it. This promises to do 
away with the great confusion caused 
thus far In dateless messages. 

The text of the Conger dispatch was 
not made public, but it was authori- 
tatively stated that it did not change 
the situation, and was devoted some- 
what to éxpressions of opinion. It was 
authoritatively stated in this connec- 
tion that Mr. Conger will remain at 
his post until further orders. Up to 
this time he has expressed no wish to 
be relieved, and the State Department 
holds that since he has passed through 
the perilous ordeal of the siege, he is 


not likely to desire a relief under the 
present more favorable conditions. 
WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS. 

In view of the statement of Count 
Lahsdorf, Russian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, in the Official Messenger, that 
orders already had been issued to M. 
De Giers and to the army to leave Pe- 
king, the statement was made at the 
State Department that no such deter- 
mination had beem communicated to 
Washington. Probably nothing short 
of an official statement from Peking to 
the effect that the Russians had with- 
drawn would be regarded by our gov- 
ernment as sufficient basis for such im- 
portant action as the withdrawal of 
our troops. 

FRETFUL THEME. 

In diplomatic quarters Russia”? 
motive continues to be a fretful theme. 
The theory advanced by M. De Blowitz 
in the London Times, that it was an 
offset to France for Russia’s supposed 
nomination of Count Von Waldersee, is 
regarded as purely fanciful. A much 
simpler and more reasonable explana- 
tion is advanced by one of the diplo- 
matic officialé who has taken an act- 
ive part in the negotiations. He yh 
that Russia recognizes the obvious & * 
that.it is to her advantage to have & 
weak neighbcr instead of having a 
partition of China, ®&hich would range 
a number of powers alongside of Rus- 
sia. For this reason, it is said, Rus- 
sia’s chief aim is to maintain the pres- 
ent territorial conditions. 

NOT HAMPERED FOR FUNDS. 

The report that the Chinese Minister 
at 8&t. Petersburg, Yang Wu, was 
obliged to give up his palatial resi- 
dence and seek cheap quarters because 
of the lack of remittances from Pe- 
king is disposed of by Mr. Si, one of 
the Chinese officials who has recently 
arrived here from St. Petersburg. He 
says that Yang Wu gave up his house 
because the lease had expired and he 
expected to be recalled. This was be- 
fore the present trouble, and was in 
no way due to any lack of remittances.

Their idea is 
that should the foreign ministers in 
Peking bt allowed free communication 
with their governments, the full extent

‘rmment in the anti-foreign outrages 
will be revealed, and would lead the 
allies to decide to remain until retribu- 
tion has been exacted. 

All telegrams have to be conveyed by

Would it make the rest of those who 
ean rest less sweet to know that more 
were able to rest? I believe it would tn- 
erease the enjoyment of those who now 
enjoy to know that their enjoyment 
was mot shared by so few. and that 
every year increases the number of 
those who ment the 
mertime of the recreation recuper- 
ation necessary for the active perform- 
ance of the duties of life.”

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Sept. 4—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The naturalization 
laws of Canada are being openly set at 
naught in Vancouver by Japanese. 
The fishing regulations say fishermen 
using nets in British Columbia waters 
muat be British subjects, and the nat- 
uralization laws state that an alien 
must live in Canada four years before 
he can become a British subject. 

As soon as the fishing season was 
over the Japanese made a rush fur the 
United States. Fishing was bad. They 
had no money, and many were sent 
back to Canada as paupers. These de- 
ported Japanese appealed to the author- 
ities as British subjects and produced 
their papers. These papers were the 
cause of startling revelations being 
made. They showed that Japanese had 
been paying Japanese labor contrac- 
tors handsomely for the privilege of 
being converted from Japanese into 
Britisher immediately on landing. 

All landing papers showed that the 
men came over during the Japanese 
rush In the spring, and in from two 
to four months had received their nat- 
uralization papers. They had been 
taken before a notary; had heard him 
jabber something In an unknown 
tongue, and they were then told by 
the interpreter to “kiss the book.” 
They did so, and were quite unaware 
that they had sworn they were resi- 
dents of Canada for four years.

The British official 
view is that this retirement from Pe- 
king is only edvantageous for Russia, 
which kills three birds with one stone. 
In the first plage she has her troops 
free for use wh she wants them just 
namely, in Manchuria; second, 
limites the expenditure of 
which in the present condition of her 
finances is highly desirable; thi¢d, she 
prevents the possible removal of the 
Chinese seat of government from Pe- 
king, where for reasons of her own .she 
particularly desires that it should re- 
main. 

But, in general, non-Russian inter- 
ests believe the withdrawal is a mis- 
take, since the Chinese will simply be- 
lieve the powers are afraid of them. 
There will be no reorganizgetion, no per- 
manent safety for foreigners, and no 
guarantee of an “open door.” If Great 
Britain, in her effort to secure a dur- 
able settlement, once for oll, could rely 
on solid Americon backing, she could 
put herself at the head of a combina- 
tion of at least four powers, and so de- 
feat the Russion project.

SHEER BRAVERY. 


Wounded German Officer Tells 
of the Terrible Experiences 
of Seymour's Column. 


{[A. P. DAY REPORT.1 | 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 4-—Lieut. 

Von. Krohn of the German navy, who 
was with one of the relief columns un- 
der Admiral Seymour which made a 
futile attempt to rescue the beleag- 
uered foreign legationers at Peking in 
June, arrived here on the steamer 
Doric today much the worse for his 
experience at the hands of the Boxers. 
He lost an eye in the retreat to ‘Tien- 
Tsin and is on his way home on sick 
leave. Speaking of his experience, 
Lieut. Von Krohn said: 
“Our serious troubles began after we 
left Tien-Tsin for Peking. The Box- 
ers destroyed the railroad in front of 
us and behind us; and, in spite of our 
precautions, cut off our line of com- 
munication with Tien-Tsin. Pro- 
visions began to run short, and as the 
only means of preservation ffom total 
annihilation Admiral Seymour deter- 
mined to turn back. 

“That march back to Tien-Tsin was 
a terrible experience. We had been 
out eight days, had been subjected to 
a galling fire during the entire 
and had run short of ammunition. We 
were not prepared for a siege cam- 
paign, or we could have made it more 
interesting for the Boxers, and, I might 
add, for the imperial troops. It was 
not until we started on our retreat that 
we realized that the imperial troops 
were supporting the Boxe Troops 
front Peking, armed wi modera 
weapons and apparently well drilled, 
closed in on us, anc th hout our 
retreat, we had to e«vonte t 
tremendous odds. 

“Our most eventful experience was 
during the night of the 22d, whéen we 
were attempting to make a long anes 
march under cover of darkness. e 
reached Chee Ku, which is about seven 
miles from Tien-Tsin, at 4 o'clock in 
the morning, and there ran into a 
formidable body of troops holding a 
fort on the opposite pide of the river. 
We could see the Chthere soldiers, less 
than 100 yards away, standing by their 
guns, but as they dic not shoot on our 
approach, we presumed they were not 
going to molest us, Qne of our officers 
stepped forward and asked ff any of 
their number could speak English. and, 
as if this were the signal for beginning 
of hostilities, they opened fire with 
machine guns and rifles. . 

“The fire was galling, but [t caused 
the column to swerve for only a mo- 
ment. Then we sought shelter and be- 
gan to pick off the gunners by rifle fire. 
Then a dash was made across the 
river. .The German troops captured 
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two guns and the English took an- 
other, and no time was ost in turning 
them upon the Chinese, wt were soon

Hutchinson has recentty asserted, in a 
lecture to the London Polyclinic, that 
lepers can be cured, if they will 
stain from eating fish. Dr. Hute 
son showed a case of recovery from 
leprosy so far as the most important 
m f the disease __were_con- 
cern All evidence of active leprosy 
had been absent for six years, but the 
patient had permanent numbness of 
the hands, and, to a less extent, of the 
feet. Dr. Hutchinson claimed that 
this was a “cure,” inasmuch as the 
words “cure” and “recovery” metn ces- 
sation of disease processes, not & 
lute restoration to normal condition. 
He mentioned another case ofa fi 
healthy-looking man quite blind from 
leprosy, whose hands were to some ex- 
tent helpless from anaesthesia and 
muscular atrophy.

The treatment consisted 
in small doses of arsenic, liberal diet, 
and abstinence from fish.

Dr. Cole Tells About One of the 
Great Archeological Discoveries of 

, This Century. 

Rev. George L. Cole of this city, who 
has made one of the greatest arch- 
eological “finds” of the century, lec- 
tured last night at the Ebell Hall on 
“New Discoveries in the Field of the 
Cliff Dwellers.” The lecture was given 
under the auspices of the Sotithern 
California Academy of Sciences, ana 
the hall was well filled. 

- Mr. Cole illustrated his talk with 
stereopticon views of the ruins of the 
dwellings of this mystic, vanished peo- 
ple, who lived in the southern cliffs 
when the Indians, as we know them, 
were unborn. Mr. Cole is of the opin- 
jon that the modern Pueblo Indians 
are not descendants of the ancient 
clit dwellers, who, he _ thinks, lived 
long before the Christian era. 

His great discovery was a castle town 
some thirty miles northwest of Santa 
Fé, N. M. Since he came upon it, the 
Northwestern University of Chicago 
has taken up the work of exploration 
thoroughly, and Mr. Cole's valuable 
relics, which were exhibited at the lec- 


back to that institution. 

His collection includes what he be- 
lieves to be some of the most ancient 
pottery in the world. [t was found in 
the grave mounds of the‘ city, from 
which were taken skeletons of a race 
of giant people, who must have been 
eight feet tall. 

Wonderful things he found in that 
city. There were tombs and ancient 
inscriptions and tools and implements 
of war. There were arrowheads and 
stone hatchets, and old grinding rocks 
upon which the tools were sharpened. 

There was the graye of what seemed 
to be the monarch of the city—perhaps 
of all the country round—decorated 
with sacred turkey bones. There was 
a huge chute down into a pool, where 
human sacrifices were slipped, bleed- 
ing from the knife of the priests into 
the basin of the gods. : 

One of the most — things 
discovered was an inkling of what 
drove these mysterious people away 
from their homes in the cliffs. In 
many of the rooms of the buildings were 
fire places. These rooms had large 
wooden rafters. In one of the rooms 
it was found that the rafters Rad fallen 
into the fireplace and the ‘Wood was 
scorched. This would seem to indicate 
that the buildings had been shaken by 
earthquakes, and that the people had 
fled with the fires stiil burning. 

This city of mystery was located on 
the top of a hjgh cliff. It has seldom 
occurred to artheologists to climb on 
up above the cliff burrowings. On the

Most of the rooms 
seem to have had geome special pur- 
pose. In one; were weavers’ instru- 
ments. Another was a smelter with 
slag and ore still lying around. In 
another nothing was found but some 
flutes made of pelican bones, and the 
only piece of metal found fn the ruins, 
It is a emall piece of steel.® 

Some of the pottery with which all 
the rooms,.were filled, is almost ex- 
actly like that found in Peruvian ruins. 
One bit of pottery ts supposed to have 
been a tear bottle, in which penitents 
collected their bewallings. end buried 
them. One interesting find was a piece 
of prehistoric chewing gum. 

The stones, out of which the city 
was built, were quarried down the 
cliff and carried up the steep face for 
a hundred feet or more. The rock was 
quarried with sharp instruments made 
of a kind of etone, now not found. 

Dr. Cole thinks the government 
should protect the cliff dwellings. Five 
years ago there were a number of finely- 
preserved prehistoric dwellings in the 
charcoal district. Every one been 
destroyed by/ explorers.

FIELD NEWS. 
' KERN RIVER RICHNBSS. 

The richness and productiveness of 
‘the Kern River field are sources of 
wonder and eurprise to all who visit 
that district. Louis Blankenhorn of 
the directorate of the Los Angeles Ot! 
Exchange, returned yesterday from his 
first visit in that field. Of his visit 
and the new developments, he says: 

“After all the wonderful things in 
the southiand, the Kern River field is, 
not wit @ revelation. From

@uring the year there have been drilied 
over 150 wells. All with but few ex- 
Ceptionge are now producing. Many 
Other welis have aiso been drilled out- 
side the defined territory with definite, 
But not determined results. 

“All of these welis have been un- 
capped within the past few weeks, ani 
are now pouring tioods of oli on tae 
market, governed only by the trans- 
portation available, In the last month 
the mule teams have given’ place to 
oil care and railway accommodation. 
I saw one train of thirty empty cars, 
and nearly as many other cers on sid- 
ings, y to be taken to loading 
racks, many of which are being piaced 
in position to accommodate the va- 
rious companies. 

“Tankage seems to be lacking, 
though several companies are filling 
that void. Canfield & Chansior have 
‘about finished a 35,000-barre! tank, and

G. A. Smith's Return to the 
City and What He Saw 
in Alaska. 


G. A. Smith, of the firm of Nolan & 
Smith, this city, has just returned 
from a trip to Nome and the Alaskan 
gold fields, and has some interesting 
information regarding the new dig- 
gings. 

Mr. Smith and party left-San Fran- 
cisco on the steamer Zelandia on May 
14 last, and arrived at Nome City 
about the l4th of August. The Zelan- 
dia is the steamer which was er- 
ronegusly reported as lost in a terrific 
storm, by the San Francisco papers. 

“What do"I think of Nome?” said 
Mr. Smith to a Times reporter last 
night. “Welj, I have been going the 
rounds of the gold fields for the past 
twenty-five years, and I never saw a 
place where s0 much enterprise is 
shown as at Nome City. To flustrate 
this, let me tell you a little Incident. 

“Cc. D. Lane, one of the mort ener- 
getic pushers in thet section, who 
owns a couple of steamers which run 


recent trip, railroad ties, rails, an en- 
gine and cars and ali the necessary 

uilpments, and inside of six weeks 
after he landed at Nome City had six 
miles of railroad in operation between 
that city and Anvil Creek. and three 
weeks later had ai] of his mines, which 
were scattered about that country, 
connected by telephone with his busi- 
ness office at Nome City. 

“The stampede to Nome from Daw- 
son was the worst thing that hap- 
pened. There were about 15,000 people 
who started in to work the beaches 
with no practical knowledge of min- 
ing. They had been told that the 
beach was so rich that they cuuld 
make all kinds of money. Conse- 
quently very few took any money with 
them, and when they found that the 
sand had all been worked out they 
were simply caught. They had no 
money to pull out with, no knowledge 
oe placer or creek mining, and they

could. 

A LOST MILLION. 

“I venture to say there are fifty 
plants scattered up and down the 
beach within a space of five miles of 
Nome City, which cost at least a mifl- 
Hon dollars. The owners found that 
.the sand had been washed out with 
rockers and their machinery could not

“How about the reported shortage 
of provisions?” was asked. - 

“These reports are entirely wun- 
founded.
